Pork Chops—A good way to cook 


pork chops this time of year is to 
put. them in casserole wirh a quan- 
tity of cutup apples. First lay a 
chop in the casserole surrounding 
it and covering it with sliced ap- 
ples; add a scant sprinkling of salt 
and a dash of pepper, with the mer- 
est suspicion of. nutmeg or mace. 
Then add another chop and 
then 


more apples. The casserole should 
not be too full, and it should be kept 
covered throughout the 
cooking.

chops in the casserole is to butter 
the casserole and then line it with a 
goodly layer of cooked rice.

crumbs, use 


about a cupful of bread crumbs for 
eix chops. Use with this a 
piece 


of salt pork the size of an egg or 
two slices of bacon. Put the bread 
and the pork or bacon through the 
meat grinder vwith half a small on- 
ion. 
Season with salt and pepper 


and moisten it with hot water ana 
then lay it over the chops which 
have been placed in a dripping pan. 
Cook in 
the oven, adding 
more 


water -as 
needed. 
They should 


cof/k about an hour in a moderate 
oven. 


SUGGESTIONS 


Clean. Curtain Problem—To any- 


one 
living in a smoky city, the 


problem of 
keeping the curtains 


clean' is a difficult one. One house- 
wife has solved the 
difficulty - by 


having the curtains of the 
same 


material and made identically the 
same, always keeping on hand one' 
extra pair of curtains. Each week 
she puts the pair of curtains which 
is soiled- the most 
into the wash, 


hanging up the extra pair 
in its 


place. To simplify the laundering 
she has two extra curtain rods in 
the laundry, each of which is six 
feet long, or over twice the width 
of one curtain. 
After 
washing, 


the curtains are stretched (by hang- 
ing from one rod while the 'other 
is run through tha bottom hems. 
In .this way, the curtains dry eas- 
ily, and 
by 
following 
the above- 


plan the curtains are always clean 
and unwrinkled, her windows 
are 


never bare, and there is no extra 
labor involved in laundering 
the 


curtains.

Many Journals 


On File Here 


Nowhere west of the Alleghanies 


is there such a collection of news- 
papers as there is in the possession 
of the Wisconsin Historical society. 
Numbering about 30,000 bound vol- 
umes, the files occupy practically 
the entire basement floor of the Li- 
brary building. 


The earliest original newspaper 


file in the stacks of the society is 
of the Oxford, England paper, Mer- 
curius Aulicus. 
This file is not 


completp but dates from 1643 to 
1645; 
The Boston Gazette for 1719 


to 1724 is the oldest American pap- 
er in the collection of the society 
There are gaps in this group also. 


The files of leading American 


journals in'- the eighteenth century 
arS 
large 
and . important, _sand 


among them are Frinklin's Penn- 
sylvania Gazett. The view-point of 
the British during that time of trial 
is shown in the collection of London 
papers for that century. 
. 


One of the rare journals in the 


files is of. Indian make, the Chero- 
kee Phoenix of New Echota, Ga. It, 
is the first paper published by our 
aborigines in their own language. 
There are, of course, othor Indian 
Journals of less rarity in. the collec- 
tion. 


Most of the maps of those days 


out the state contribute, to the so- 
ciety's files, but the matter is pure- 
ly voluntary'. 
It is a noteworthy 


fact that, although the Library of 
Congress has a larger collection, 
the'colonial and Revolutionary pap- 
ers in the files of the local society 
are more important than are those 
of the former,.

The 
center of gravity in this group is 
the Standard Oil Co., and we will 
call it the "Rockefeller" cult, .for 
lack of a better name.

It reaches to tho farthest corners 
of China and South America and is 
intended to wrest the traffic of the 
Atlantic and Pacific from England 
and Japan.

Morgan group is the Foreign Trade 
Financing 
Company 
founded 
in 


1920, 
capitalized at a hundred mil- 


lion dollars and headed by Stettin- 
uis of the firm of Morgan & Co., 
and Mr. Herbert Hoover is one of 
its directors. 


HEN" Mr. Morgan called on

;t was a visit of the head of the 
Morgan dynasty to the agent of 
the Standard Oil dynasty. It was 
made openly for. political effect, as 
king visits king to show that two 
kingdoms are making a treaty. 


Ihcse 
two American dynasties 


have come into coalition once be- 
fore. 
It was in 1896, when they 


were driven to coalition in order to

Mark 
Hanna was the Standard Oil Sena-

Morgan-ized 
press was, 


"Keep out of Mexico; on to Ber- 
iin!" 


The Hearst press could do noth- 


ing against such odds. Mr. Rocke- 
feller had made the mistake of 
spending his propaganda fund on 
Baptist preachers instead of news- 
papers, and lost the fight.

started a last wild effort to drag 
Wilson into Mexico by hiring Mex- 
ican bands to raid and shoot up 
American towns.
